May 23, 2023 

 

The regular meeting of the Chase County Commissioners was called to order by Chairman Jacci Brown at 

8:00am on Tuesday, May 23, 2023 in the meeting room of the Chase County Courthouse. Commissioners 

Duane Dinnel and Kurt Bernhardt and county clerk Wendy Moe were present. A copy of the agenda was 

kept current and available in the office of the county clerk, it was posted to the county website the day 

before the meeting. The agenda and open meeting act were posted.  

With nobody present for open forum the board moved on to other agenda items. Karen Baker was 

present for SWNE Juvenile Services Community Based Grant Acceptance. Kurt Bernhardt moved to 

accept the State Grant Award for fiscal year 2023-2024 in the amount of $59,551.00. Motion seconded 

Duane Dinnel. Duane – yes; Jacci – yes; Kurt – yes. Motion carried. Chairman Brown signed the 

acceptance agreement.

Duane Dinnel moved to approve the minutes from the May 9, 2023 meeting as written. Motion 

seconded by Kurt Bernhardt. Duane – yes; Jacci – yes; Kurt – yes. Motion carried. 

Highway Superintendent Toney Krajewski was present to update board on current road projects. They 

are in the process of building up the shouldering on the blacktop west of Champion and work has started 

on the ditches on 347 Avenue north of Wauneta. Duane Dinnel asked about possible solutions for the 

asphalt in the town of Enders as it is breaking up very badly in places. Toney suggested crushed rock or 

gravel to at least make it more passable.  

Assessor Tori Mueller and Travis Franz representing Sidwell were present to give a more thorough 

explanation of what Sidwell could offer the county to replace the current GWorks website. Blake 

Moreland, Derek Russel, Kelly Vitosh, Miles Colson and Eric Exum were also present for the discussion. 

Sidwell would provide the same basic services that GWorks does, they work with Vanguard and can 

provide all of the same tabs and features that we currently have. The current website has had several 

issues recently, the issue is thought to be between Vanguard and GWorks, surrounding counties who use 

MIPS rather than Vanguard haven’t had these issues. Commissioner Dinnel doesn’t know if going with a 

new vendor such as Sidwell is the best option as we don’t fully know the root of the problem with the 

current website. The county currently pays GWorks between $26,000-$31,000 annually. Sidwell would 

be about $24,000 for initial setup and then $12,000 annually. Commissioner Brown is concerned that if 

we move to a different vendor to save money, we may not end up getting the services that we need. 

Commissioners want to gather more information before making any decisions. 

At 9:00am Assessor Mueller and Brian Hill with Lake Mac Assessment were present for opening of Mass 

Appraisal bids. Two bids were received, both from Lake Mac Assessment, LLC. The first was for Imperial 

Residential, 2024 to complete a residential reappraisal for 977 parcels within the town of Imperial; 

Option 1: Lake Mac Assessment will solely complete the Scope of Services at a cost of $135 per parcel for 

a total of $131,895. Option 2: Lake Mac Assessment will lead the reappraisal but someone from the 



Assessor’s office will help with field work and entering data into the CAMA system at a cost of $75 per 

parcel for a total of $73,275.00. 

The second bid was for a Rural Residential, Agricultural Homes and Outbuildings Reappraisal for 590 

parcels in 2025; Option 1: Lake Mac Assessment will solely complete the Scope of Services at a cost of 

$200 per parcel for a total of $118,000. Option 2: Lake Mac Assessment will lead the reappraisal but 

someone from the Assessor’s office will help with field work and entering data into the CAMA system at 

a cost of $100 per parcel for a total of $59,000. 

Chairman Brown asked if there was a motion to accept either bid. No motions. No action taken on mass 

appraisal bids. 

At 9:15 bids for scrap metal and aluminum were opened. Only one bid was submitted. Chuck Vette, 

Chuck’s Trailer Sales submitted a bid for scrap aluminum only at 30 cents per pound. Kurt Bernhardt 

moved to accept the bid from Chuck Vette. Motion seconded by Duane Dinnel. Duane – yes; Jacci – yes; 

Kurt – yes. Motion carried. With no bids submitted for scrap metal, Duane Dinnel would like to have road 

employees use the dump truck to haul scrap steel away as time permits. 

Val Jansante, Community Liaison for Congressman Adrian Smith was present to visit with the board and 

update them on current happenings with the Congressman’s office. 

Jacci Brown moved to amend the original motion from the March 14, 2023 meeting using ARPA funds to 

purchase a drone for the Sheriff’s department, motion should be amended to now use Emergency 

Management funds to purchase the drone instead of ARPA funds. Motion seconded by Duane Dinnel. 

Duane – yes; Jacci – yes; Kurt – yes. Chairman Brown called for a vote on the original motion as 

amended. Duane – yes; Jacci – yes; Kurt – yes. Motion carried. Drone for Sheriff’s Department will be 

purchased using Emergency Management funds. 

Duane Dinnel would like to revisit the discussion of funding for the purchase of ambulances, upon 

further inspection of budgets he believes that there needs to be a transfer of monies between the 

ambulance and ambulance sinking funds. Jacci Brown would like to address this later on.  

Sheriff Mueller present to request that meeting agendas be emailed to all elected officials on Friday 

before the meeting, when the commissioners get the agenda and also to request that all officials receive 

their budget expenditure sheets monthly. 

Correspondence was reviewed. Quote from Brophy Electric to complete work needed in order to 

proceed with technology upgrades in the District Courtroom; annual correspondence from TERC 

providing notice that levels of value for real property in Chase County for tax year 2023 meet the 

requirements of law; correspondence from District 11 Judges notifying the board of an increase in court 

appointed attorney fees; Imperial Community Center minutes for April; and correspondence from 

Treasurer Rebecca Bernard regarding Juvenile Diversion grant requirements.  

With no further business to come before the board, Chairman Brown adjourned the meeting at 

10:33am. Next meeting will be on Tuesday, June 13, 2023.
